Cocaine found hidden 
in baby’s diaper 

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands — A woman arrested at 
an airport in the Netherlands allegedly had more than 2 
pounds of cocaine stashed in her body and in her baby’s 
diaper, police said. The woman, from the Netherlands 
Antilles, arrived in Amsterdam on a flight from the Dutch 
island of Curacao and was pulled aside in customs for a 
search, Radio Netherlands reported Monday. 

Most of the cocaine allegedly had been wrapped in 
condoms and swallowed but some of it was hidden in the 
diaper of the woman’s daughter, customs officials said. 

It was the first time authorities ever caught anyone using a 
diapered baby to smuggle drugs, customs officials said. 
Last week, a Surinam resident was arrested at Amsterdam’s 
Schiphol Airport with more than 4 pounds of cocaine 
concealed in 182 condoms inside his body, authorities 
said.Q

Their 
chaperones told them to 
“make us proud, keep the 
values that you learned 
from your parents, and keep 
in touch with the island.” 
Deputy Minister 

Plenipotentiary Mavis 
Brooks-Salmon urged 


students to stay true to 
themselves, but to integrate 
with the population. “A: 
Do not forget the values 
that you learned from your 
parents and teachers,” 
Brooks-Salmon told them. 
“B: Try as much as possible 
to learn this new culture 
and make as many local 
Dutch friends as possible, 
but choose them carefully.” 
United Telecommunication 
Services (UTS) CEO Glen 
Carty agreed that students 
should get to know the 
natives. He also encouraged 
students to pay attention 
to current affairs at home. 
“Remember that if you come 
back you have changed, 
we in St. Maarten are not 
changed,” Carty said. “It is 
therefore important that you 
keep in touch with the island 
... through the Internet ... 
[and] ... newspapers.” 

Top sponsor UTS donated 
dozens of phones with call 
time to enable students to 


stay in touch with their 
families, though Carty 
advised that they use them 
sparingly. “Keep contact 
with home, but use your 
phone as little as possible, 
because it is expensive,” 
Carty said, suggesting Voice 
Over Internet Protocol 
application Skype as an 
alternative. 

Carty was one parent who 
rode the plane with his 
daughter as she left for the 
Netherlands. Others were 
not as lucky. 

Tears streamed down 
the faces of parents, 
grandparents and friends as 
they waved the students off 
at the escalator. They were 
barely able to let them go - 
hugs seemed to last forever. 
They cheered them on as 
the students looked down at 
the departure hall from the 
upstairs balcony. 

The next day, S4 Director 
Marva Richardson 

welcomed them to the 
Netherlands, assuring them, 
“We are here to serve you” 
and that it was “the first 
step in a new life.” □

New HIV strain discovered 
in woman from Cameroon

WASHINGTON - A new strain of the vims that causes AIDS 
has been discovered in a woman from the African nation of 
Cameroon. It differs from the three known strains of human 
immunodeficiency vims and appears to be closely related to 
a form of simian vims recently discovered in wild gorillas, 
researchers report in Monday’s edition of the journal Nature 
Medicine. 

The finding “highlights the continuing need to watch closely 
for the emergence for new HIV variants, particularly in western 
central Africa,” said the researchers, led by Jean-Christophe 
Plantier of the University of Rouen, France. 

The three previously known HIV strains are related to the simian 
vims that occurs in chimpanzees. 

The most likely explanation for the new find is gorilla-to-human 
transmission, Plantier’s team said. But they added they cannot 
mle out the possibility that the new strain started in chimpanzees 
and moved into gorillas and then humans, or moved directly 
from chimpanzees to both gorillas and humans. 

The 62-year-old patient tested positive for HIV in 2004, 
shortly after moving to Paris from Cameroon, according 
to the researchers. She had lived near Yaounde, the capital 
of Cameroon, but said she had no contact with apes or bush 
meat, a name often given to meat from wild animals in tropical 
countries. The woman currently shows no signs of AIDS 
and remains untreated, though she still carries the vims, the 
researchers said. 

How widespread this strain is remains to be determined. 
Researchers said it could be circulating unnoticed in Cameroon 
or elsewhere. The vims’ rapid replication indicates that it is 
adapted to human cells, the researchers reported. 

Their research was supported by the French Health Watch 
Institute, the French National Agency for Research on AIDS 
and Viral Hepatitis and Rouen University Hospital. 

A separate paper, also in Nature Medicine, reports that people 
with genital herpes remain at increased risk of HIV infection 
even after the herpes sores have healed and the skin appears 
normal. Researchers led by Drs. Lawrence Corey and Jia Zhu 
of the Fred Hutchinson Cancer Research Center found that 
long after the areas where the herpes sores existed seem to be 
clear, they still have immune-cell activity that can encourage 
HIV infection. Herpes is marked by recurring outbreaks and 
has been associated with higher rates of infection with HIV It 
had been thought that the breaks in the skin were the reason for 
higher HIV rates, but a study last year found that treatment of 
herpes with dmgs did not reduce the HIV risk.Q

Custody of Jackson children granted to grandmother

LOS ANGELES - Michael 
Jackson’s mother gained 
permanent custody of her 
late son’s children during 
a hearing Monday that 
included a surprise obj ection 
from the pop icon’s former 
dermatologist. 

Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Mitchell Beckloff 
made a series of key rulings 
during the morning portion 
of the Monday hearing. 
In addition to approving 
Katherine Jackson’s 

guardianship petition, 
he also granted monthly 
stipends to the 79-year- 
old and the three young 
grandchildren she is now 
charged with raising. 

The ruling came after a few 
tense moments in which 
an attorney for Beverly 
Hills Dr. Arnold Klein, 
Michael Jackson’s longtime 
dermatologist, raised 
nonspecific objections to 
the custody arrangements. 
The attorney, Mark Vincent 
Kaplan, said they were 
based on the doctor’s long¬ 
term relationship with the 
singer and his children. 
“Legally, he is not a 
presumed parent,” Kaplan 
said. He said Klein 
had concerns about the 
children’s education and 
other day-to-day parenting 
issues.

determined Klein didn’t 
have legal standing to 
object to the care of 
Jackson’s children, but said 
he could raise objections 
later. Klein has repeatedly 
denied tabloid reports that 
he is the biological father of 
Jackson’s children, saying 
last month on “Larry King 
Live” that “to the best of 
my knowledge” he is not. 
Diane Goodman, an 
attorney for Katherine 
Jackson, told Beckloff that 
Jackson’s youngest son, 
Prince Michael II, was bom 
through a surrogate who has 
no parental rights. 

Katherine Jackson’s 

approval as permanent 
guardian is in accordance 
with her son’s wishes, who 
named her in a 2002 will 
as the person he wanted to 
raise his children. Beckloff 
noted that the singer’s two 
oldest children, 12-year-old 
Prince Michael and 11 -year- 
old Paris Michael, filed 
declarations stating their 
wishes for who would raise 
them. He did not indicate 
what they said. 

Last week, Katherine 
Jackson and the singer’s 
ex-wife, Deborah Rowe, 
reached an agreement over 
custody issues. Rowe, who 
did not appear in court 
Monday, never formally 
petitioned for custody, but 


will receive some visits 
with Jackson’s two oldest 
children, to whom she gave 
birth while the couple was 
married in the late 1990s. 
The agenda for Monday’s 
hearing contained a long 
laundry-list of issues for 
Beckloff to rule on. After a 
morning recess, the judge 
was expected to consider 
whether Katherine Jackson 
can mount a challenge to 
two men who have are 
administering her son’s 
estate, attorney John Branca 
and music executive Jo hn 
McClain. 

The men were named as 
co-executors of Jackson’s 
2002 will, and have already 
received millions of dollars 
in the singer’s money, 
property and a life insurance 
payout, court filings show. 
The money is being placed 
into a private trust, which

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Julia often delectable, 
but recipe is wrong

LOS ANGELES (Hollywood 
Reporter) - You feel hunger 
pangs allthe way through “Julie 
& Julia.” Platters of boeuf 
bourguignon, sole meuniere, 
fresh oysters, trussed chickens 
and calves’ livers served with 
crusty baguettes and desserts 
of fromage blanc move 
tantalizingly before your eyes. 
But there is another hunger: 
As enjoyable as this foodie 
movie is, you wish it would 
take a deeper, more nuanced 
measure of the women who, in 
two different eras, star in the 
movie’s kitchens. 
Writer-director Nora Ephron 
tells of two real-life people, 
newly wed and restless with 
ill-defined ambitions, and how 
they discover their true selves 
in gourmet cooking. They are 
America’s first food star, the 
late cookbook author and TV 
personality Julia Child, and an 
otherwise unknown 30-year- 
old wife in Queens, N.Y., Julie 
Powell, who blogged about 
her attempt to cook all 524 
recipes in Child’s legendary 
“Mastering the Art of French 
Cooking” in a single year. 


The film, which Columbia 
releases Friday (August 7), 
is primed to do extremely 
well with female audiences in 
many markets, an attraction 
only enhanced by stars Meryl 
Streep and Amy Adams. 
Ephron, who certainly delights 
in parallel story lines — 
“Sleepless in Seattle,” “You’ve 
Got Mail,” “When Harry Met 
Sally ...” — has merged two 
recent memoirs, “My Life in 
France,” which Child wrote 
with her grandnephew Alex 
Prud’homme, and “Julie & 
Julia: My Year of Cooking 
Dangerously,” by Powell. 
Probably this merger makes 
commercial sense: Neither 
memoir is the stuff of popular 
moviemaking, though Child’s 
reminiscences of her life¬ 
changing experiences in 
postwar France — where 
she fell in love with French 
culture, cuisine, local markets 
and her classes at the Cordon 
Bleu — might have been worth 
a try. 

Powell’s story about her 
single-minded engagement 
with Child’s cookbook has an 
almost unpleasant taste of self¬ 


absorption. And by sharing 
that story with Child’s, Ephron 
throws the wrong emphasis 
on Child’s delightful memoir 
of the early years in her ideal 
marriage to Paul Child. 

True, the movie shows that 
Paul — played with modest 
self-effacement by Stanley 
Tucci against Streep’s larger- 
than-life Julia — encourages 
his beloved wife’s every 
experiment in the kitchen and 
the writing of her seminal 
book. But by contrasting that 
memoir with Powell’s, the 
movie somewhat distorts the 
life the Childs share as they 
revel in their love for la belle 
France and each other. 

Streep delivers yet another 
uncanny impersonation, 
getting every shade of the 
famously hearty voice and 
extravagant, life-loving 

personality that was Julia. The 
evocation of late-’40s Paris 
encourages a terrific sense of 
nostalgia, whether or not one 
was alive or even in France 
then. After “Julie & Julia,” 
you feel like you were. 

The details of the couple’s life 
and their meals, Julia’s Kismet¬

like meeting with Simone

And even in the 
Julia sequences, Ephron dwells 
far too long on the conflicts 
among the cookbook’s three 
authors. 

Consequently, the movie 
misses the point of “My Life 
in France.” That country 
liberated Julia, a 6-foot-2 
woman — tall girls “don’t 
fit in,” her equally tall sister 
remarks — from a conservative 
Republican household in 
Pasadena. France released her 
from middle-class values and 
indifferent attitudes toward 
food. She in turn introduced 
the modern American woman 
to the glories of cooking and 
how she could express artistry 
in her kitchen. 

So “Julie & Julia” is a mixed 
blessing. You enjoy vicariously 
many dishes, sample the 
good life in France and get 
treated to another Streep 
marvel. Stephen Goldblatt’s 
lush cinematography and 
AlexandreDesplat’swhimsical 
score make the film’s two 
worlds inviting. Both female 
protagonists even enjoy a final 
triumph, but one indulges far 
too much in Bridget Jones- 
like self-obsession. □ 










Signs of healing in manufacturing lift stocks

NEW YORK - The stock 
market is extending its 
summer rally as August brings 
more upbeat economic data. 
Positive reports on 
manufacturing, housing and 
banking sent stocks sharply 
higher Monday, hurling the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
past 1,000 for the first time 
since early November. All 
the major indexes rose more 
than 1 percent, including the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
which jumped 115 points. 

The gains were spread 
across industry groups. The 
manufacturing data and rising 
commodity prices helping to 
lift energy and material stocks, 
while stronger earnings reports 
from European banks lifted 
shares of financial companies. 
Ford Motor Co. hit a new high 
for the year as the company’s 
sales rose for the first time in 
nearly two years. The federal 
government’s popular “cash- 
for-clunkers” program is 
expected to boost overall auto 
sales to their highest level of 
the year. 

The market had already 
started off on a positive note 
following reports showing 
stronger industrial activity in 
China, Britain and Europe. 
Stocks surged last month, 
reigniting a spring rally that had 
fizzled in June amid growing 
doubts that the economy was

on solid footing. The Dow 
recorded its best July in 20 
years, soaring 725 points, or 
8.6 percent. Stocks regained 
momentum as an increasing 
number of economic and 
corporate earnings reports 
suggested investors’ bets had 
been well-founded. 

“At this point through 
earnings season, patterns have 
been firmly established,” said 
Lawrence Creatura, portfolio 
manager at Federated Clover 
Investment Advisors. “It 
would take a lot to derail the 
emerging optimism.” 

In late afternoon trading, 
the Dow rose 115.94, or 1.3 
percent, to 9,287.55. The 
S&P 500 index rose 14.76, 
or 1.5 percent, to 1,002.24. 
The Nasdaq composite index 
rose 26.63, or 1.4 percent, 
to 2,005.13. The Nasdaq 
rose back above 2,000 on 
Thursday for the first time 
since October. 

In other signs of investors’ 
growing confidence, safe- 
haven assets like Treasurys 
and the dollar fell, while oil 
and other commodities prices 
surged. Traders were pleased 
by a report that manufacturing 
activity fell during July at 
the slowest pace in nearly 
a year. The Institute for 
Supply Management said its 
manufacturing index rose to 
a better-than-expected 48.9 
from 44.8 in June. A reading 
above 50 indicates growth. 


“We’re past the worst of it on 
the manufacturing side, and 
we could even be getting back 
to growth by the third quarter 
of this year,” said Jill Evans, 
co-portfolio manager, Alpine 
Dynamic Dividend Fund. 
Meanwhile, the Commerce 
Department reported a jump 
in residential building during 
June that lifted overall 
construction spending for the 
second time in three months. 
Analysts had expected a 0.5 
percent drop. The report 
provided new evidence that 
the housing sector may be 
recovering. 

Positive reports fromEuropean 
banks eased concerns about 
the impact that the credit 
crisis and recession have had 
on the global banking system. 
Barclays PLC said its first- 
half net profit increased 10 
percent on stronger earnings 
from its investment banking 
division. HSBC Holdings 
PLC reported a 57 percent 
decline in its first-half profit, 
but results were better than 
anticipated. 

Barclays rallied 8 percent, 
adding $1.69 to $22.23, while 
HSBC jumped $3.75, or 7.4 
percent, to $54.45. 

Ford rose 45 cents, or 5.6 
percent, to $8.45 after 
reporting strong July sales. 
Recent earnings reports have 
shown that companies aren’t 
losing money at the rapid pace 
they were last fall and earlier 
this year. Though there are 
concerns that the aggressive 
cost-cutting measures 

businesses have undertaken 
to boost profits are not 
sustainable, several upbeat 
outlooks from companies like 
Intel Corp. and Caterpillar Inc. 
suggest business conditions 
are improving. 

Still, the market is keeping a 
close watch on unemployment 
levels and consumer spending, 
as well as rising commodity 
prices and interest rates that 
could outpace the economy’s 
recovery. Q

Euro hits eight-month dollar high 

LONDON (AFP) - The euro hit an eight-month high against 
the US currency on Monday, reaching above 1.44 dollars as 
investors grew bolder on fresh signs of an economic recovery, 
analysts said. A key US industrial indicator and manufacturing 
data from the eurozone added to confidence after US growth 
data on Friday showed a narrower-than-expected 1.0 percent 
decline in output in the second quarter. 

“Yet again the risk appetite trade is king within currency 
markets after Friday’s better than expected US GDP numbers 
further boosted risk appetite,” said analyst James Hughes of 
CMC Markets, commenting on Monday’s trading. 

In late London trade the euro was changing hands at 1.4430 
dollars, up from 1.4255 dollars reached on Friday. 

It earlier reached 1.4436 dollars, its highest point since 
December 18, driven up by a survey that showed the US factory 
sector moved within striking distance of growth in July. 

The Institute of Supply Management said its index of the 
manufacturing sector rose to 48.9 percent from 44.8 percent in 
June, better than expected. The euro is seen as a higher-risk 
investment than the dollar and tends to strengthen in times 
of increasing confidence. Against the Japanese currency, the 
dollar climbed on Monday to 95.23 yen from 94.69 yen reached 
late Friday. European stock markets rose strongly on Monday. 
London was boosted by earnings news from the British banks 
HSBC and Barclays, which also strengthened the pound and 
investors were looking ahead to further financial results. 
“Earnings news will still be a main focus this week as the 
financials take centre stage in Europe,” Hughes said. “Today’s 
better-than-expected numbers from Barclays have already 
helped to push sterling to session highs.” 

The foreign exchange market was also looking ahead to key US 
jobs statistics due this week. 

“They should paint a picture of a still soft labour market, but 
one where the pace of attrition is less pronounced.” said Daragh 
Maher, an analyst at French bank Calyon. 

“For a US dollar already under a bit of pressure, this kind of 
tone should simply propel it that bit lower.” 

Manufacturing activity in the 16 countries using the euro rose to 
the highest level for 11 months in July, the purchasing managers’ 
index by survey company Markit showed on Monday, in a sign 
of improved economic health for the eurozone.□

Administration: Clunker car 
deals could end by Friday

WASHINGTON (AP)—TheU.S. government’s 
wildly popular “cash for clunkers” program, 
offering $4,500 rebates to customers who trade 
in gas guzzling vehicles, is likely to end Friday 
if the Senate does not approve $2 billion more 
for it, the White House says. 

“If it doesn’t happen this week, it’s unlikely 
that we’ll make it to the weekend with a 
program that can continue,” said President 
Barack Obama’s spokesman, Robert Gibbs. 

He said Monday the $2 billion would fund the 
program through September. 

The House approved the money by a nearly 3- 
to-1 margin last Friday before recessing for the 
month of August. 

But the legislation faces a tougher fight in the 
Senate, where conservatives deride it as the 
latest in a series of taxpayer bailouts for the auto 
industry and environmentalists want to wring 
out more fuel efficiency. The Senate plans 
to take a four-week recess beginning Friday, 
after it votes this week on Sonia Sotomayor’s 
nomination to the Supreme Court. 
Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood said 
the average fuel economy of new vehicles 
purchased through the program is 9.6 miles 
per gallon (4 kilometers per liter) higher than 
for the vehicles traded in for scrap. Buyers of 
new cars and trucks that get 10 mpg (4 kpl) 


better than their trade-ins get the $4,500 rebate. 
People whose cars get between 4 mpg (1.7 
kpl) and 10 mpg (4 kpl) better fuel efficiency 
qualify for a smaller $3,500 rebate. 

LaHood said some 80 percent of the traded- 
in vehicles are pickup trucks or sports utility 
vehicles, meaning many gas-guzzlers are being 
taken off the road. The Ford Focus is a leading 
replacement vehicle. 

Ford Motor Co. reported its first U.S. sales 
increase in nearly two years on Monday, and 
other major automakers said sales showed 
signs of stability. Chrysler Group LLC posted 
a smaller year-over-year sales drop compared 
with recent months, also helped by “clunkers” 
deals. 

“The program is working the way Congress 
intended it to work,” he asserted on MSNBC. 
But it was not intended to run out of money 
nearly so quickly, nor create such confusion at 
dealerships. 

The administration pressed hard for an 
additional $2 billion after serving notice over 
the weekend that the program could expire as 
early as this week unless the Senate acts. 
Senate Republicans appeared to be in no rush 
Monday. “We were told this program would 
last for several months,” GOP leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky said in remarks 
prepared for a Senate floor speech.

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Travelers challenging Cuba ban return to U.S.

BUFFALO, New York (AP) 
— Groups of U.S. travelers 
who defied the federal 
government’s ban on most 
travel to Cuba returned 
to the United States with 
some fanfare but no holdups 
Monday, passing without 
incident through checkpoints 
at the northern and southern 
borders. 

Opponents of the ban have 
been making such protest trips 
for 40 years but said recent 
overtures from the Obama 
administration have lifted 
hopes that U.S. relations with 
Cuba will improve. 

About 140 members of the 
Venceremos Brigade walked 
from Canada into the United 
States at Buffalo wearing 
orange T-shirts and chanting 



for an end to U.S. sanctions. 
Meanwhile, about 130 
members of the “U.S./Cuba 
Friendshipment Caravan” re¬ 


entered the United States at the 
Hidalgo International Bridge 
from Reynosa, Mexico. 

“It went pretty smoothly,” 
said Bonnie Massey, returning 
from her 11th Cuba trip, after 
being cleared by U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection officers 
in Buffalo. 

The Bronx woman, traveling 
with her 7-month-old son, 
said she and others in the 
group were allowed to pass 
even after declining to answer 
written questions they thought 
might be incriminating, like 
how much money they had 
spent. 

Customs andBorder Protection 
spokesman Kevin Corsaro 
said no one in the group was 
detained. 

At the southern border, Ellen 


Bernstein said her group, 
organized by New York City- 
based Pastors for Peace, also 
had a routine crossing after 
telling authorities they had 
been to Cuba. 

“We are really determined to 
be ambassadors to the new 
administration for a new 
policy,” Bernstein, associate 
director of Pastors for Peace, 
said by phone. 

In the past, some travelers have 
received letters and fines after 
their return from the Office of 
Foreign Assets Control, the 
U.S. Treasury Department 
office charged with enforcing 
economic and trade sanctions. 
Travelers said the fines have 
almost always been dropped 
when appealed. 

Members of the Venceremos 


Brigade, an organization 
with members around the 
United States, have been 
visiting Cuba since 1969 but 
have been more vocal about 
their travels in the last seven 
or eight years with the hope 
of swaying public opinion 
toward lifting the travel ban 
and Washington’s 47-year-old 
trade embargo. 

“Whether they fine us or not, 
we’re going to continue to 
go,” Diego Iniguez-Lopez of 
Leonia, New Jersey, said. 
While praising the Obama 
administration’s efforts to 
reach out to Cuba by easing 
restrictions on Americans with 
family there, the protesters 
said more action is needed. 

A letter from the Venceremos 
Brigade to President Barack 
Obama called for the 
administration “to realize 
its own pledges for a more 
diplomatic and humane U.S. 
that respects the sovereignty 
of other nations.” 

A similar letter from the 
U. S ./Cuba F riendshipment 
Caravan as it set out to deliver 
humanitarian aid to the island 
urged Obama to seek out 
new advisers on Cuba “and 
to set aside the stale and 
ineffective policies of past 
administrations.” 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton has said 
Washington wants to see 
economic and social reforms 
in Cuba before doing more to 
improve relations.□ 
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name 8th NC terror suspect

RALEIGH, N.C. - A 20-year-old U.S. citizen 
who traveled to Pakistan in 2008 “to engage 
in violent jihad” has been named as the 
eighth suspect in a North Carolina terrorism 
case, according to court documents released 
Monday. Jude Kenan Mohammad is charged 
with conspiracy to provide material support 
to terrorists and conspiracy to murder, kidnap, 
maim and injure persons in a foreign country, 
according to a newly unsealed indictment. The 
indictment specifically mentions Mohammad’s 
trip to Pakistan in October 2008. Authorities 
have said he is not in custody and is believed to 
be in Pakistan. 

Mohammad’s uncle, Evan Risueno, scoffed at 
the accusations. 


“I think it’s ridiculous,” said Risueno, who 
helped raise Mohammad. “He’s not that kind 
of kid.” 

The indictment alleges that Daniel Boyd, 39, 
bought guns and led the group of men — all 
but one of them U.S. citizens — who were 
planning to kidnap, kill and maim people in 
other countries. The indictment also names two 
of Boyd’s sons — Zakariya, 20, and Dylan, 
22 . 

The rest of the men were arrested last week and 
are scheduled to appear Tuesday in federal court 
for a detention hearing. Their family members 
have said the accusations are unfounded. 
Mohammad was officially identified as 
the eighth suspect after federal prosecutors 
requested that the full indictment be made 
public.

Dozens of Guantanamo Bay 
detainee cases have been 
referred to federal prosecutors 
for possible criminal trials 
in those Eastern Seaboard 
locations, officials told The 
Associated Press on Monday, 
as the Justice Department, 
Pentagon and national security 
officials also weigh whether to 
hold virtually all Guantanamo- 
related civilian and military 
trials at a Midwestern prison 
in Michigan or Kansas. 

The administration could 
decide that rather than bring the 
detainees to trial in a number 
of cities, it will instead bring 
prosecutors and judges with 
terrorism experience to one 
site in the Midwest for trial. 
That would still pose serious 
logistical hurdles. 

The politically volatile 
decisions about where and 
how to try Guantanamo Bay 
detainees ultimately will rest 
with President Barack Obama 
as he tries to meet his self- 
imposed January deadline 
for closing the prison on the 
military base in Cuba. 

Obama administration 

officials, speaking on condition 
of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to discuss 
internal deliberations, said 
Attorney General Eric Holder 
met privately last week with 
the chief federal prosecutors 
in four East Coast districts 
to discuss the preparations 
for possible indictments and 
trials. 

Justice Department spokesman 
Matthew Miller said the 
Guantanamo Bay detainee 
task force “has referred a 
significant number of cases 
for possible prosecution, and 
those cases have now been 


sent to U.S. Attorney offices 
who are reviewing them with 
prosecutors from the Office of 
Military Commissions.” His 
statement didn’t identify the 
districts involved. 

White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said no final 
decisions have been made on 
where in the U.S. to transfer 
Guantanamo detainees. 

One official said prosecutors 
and military lawyers are now 
working together to review the 
individual cases. The work is 
aimed at indicting individuals 
in civilian courts, but final 
decisions have not been made 
on the cases and some of the 
inmates whose cases were 
referred could still end up 
before military commissions 
instead. 

Officials said the districts 
reviewing Guantanamo cases 
are: Washington, the Eastern 
District of Virginia, which has 
a courthouse in Alexandria, 
a suburb of Washington, the 
Southern District of New 
York, which is based in lower 
Manhattan; and the Eastern 
District of New York, which is 
based in Brooklyn. 

Sarah Mendelson of the Center 
for Strategic and International 
Studies, who has supported 
detainee trials in civilian 
courts, said those districts 
include the locations of the 
Sept. 11, 2001 terror attacks 
and have tried terror suspects 
in the past. 

“Those districts have a 
fair amount of experience 
prosecuting international 
terrorist cases,” said 
Mendelson, adding that 
prosecutors in those offices 
have long sought to tackle 
these difficult cases. 

The administration is also 
considering relocating the 


whole Guantanamo trial 
process to a more remote 
location. Several senior 
administration officials said 
they are considering a soon-to- 
be-shuttered state maximum 
security prison in Michigan 
and the military penitentiary 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
as possible locations for a 
heavily guarded site to hold 
the suspected 229 al-Qaida, 
Taliban and foreign fighters 
now jailed at Guantanamo. 
Already, some are against the 
idea. 

Rep. Peter Hoekstra, the senior 
Republican on the House 
Intelligence Committee, 
vowed to oppose any attempt 
to bring Guantanamo prisoners 
to his state of Michigan. 

“They are some of the most 
dangerous people in the world 
who pose a major threat 
to U.S. national security,” 
Hoekstra said in a statement 
issued Monday. “We need to 
preserve jobs in Michigan, 
but turning our state into a 
terrorist penal colony is not 
how to attract new families 
and business investment.” 

On the other hand, workers 
at the Standish Maximum 
Security Prison in Michigan 
said they would welcome 
detainees with open arms — 
to save their jobs. 

The president has said some 
detainees will be tried in 
civilian courts, some in military 
commissions. Others, he said, 
will be held without trial 
because they are considered 
too dangerous to risk acquittal 
and the evidence against them 
cannot be used in court, either 
because of flaws in how it was 
obtained or secrets it would 
reveal. 

The proposed Midwest facility 
would operate as a hybrid 


prison system jointly operated 
by the Justice Department, the 
military and the Homeland 
Security Department. 

Such a plan would also require 
a multimillion-dollar upgrade 
of the facilities in Kansas or 
Michigan, and it is unclear if 
there is enough time for such 
work under the president’s 
deadline. 

Also, it would be a strain to find 
enough jurors and grand jurors 
in those rural communities 
for dozens of terrorism trials. 
And judges and prosecutors 


with experience in such cases 
would have to be relocated 
there. 

But trying detainees on the 
East Coast could generate 
more of the kind of public 
opposition that led Congress 
earlier this year to yank 
funding for bringing such 
detainees to U.S. soil until the 
administration produces an 
acceptable plan for shuttering 
the Guantanamo facility. 

The Obama administration 
has already transferred one 
detainee to U.S. courts. □

“It ran out of money in a 
week, prompting the House 
to rush a $2 billion extension 
before anybody even had time 
to figure out what happened to 
the first billion.” 

McConnell said, “It’s not a 
bad idea to look for a second 
opinion. All the more so if 
they say they’re in a hurry.” 
The administration collected 
information on 80,500 vehicle 
transactions logged into 
the government’s operating 
system through Saturday 
afternoon. An official said the 
fuel efficiency improvements 
would save a typical customer 
$700 to $1,000 a year in fuel 
costs. The new vehicles were 
getting 25.4 miles per gallon 
on average, a 61 percent 
increase over the models 
traded in, said the official, 
speaking on condition on 


anonymity because the figures 
had not been released. 

The data were aimed at 
appeasing lawmakers such 
as Sens. Dianne Feinstein, 
a Democrat, and Susan 
Collins, a Republicxan, who 
have questioned whether the 
program’s environmental 
benefits go far enough.

The administration has been 
coy about just how long 
dealers would be reimbursed 
for rebates of up to $4,500 per 
vehicle, after saying Sunday 
that the program would have 
to be suspended if the Senate 
failed to act. 

F ierce lobbying for the program 
came from other quarters: The 
National Automobile Dealers 
Association and the American 


International Automobile 
Dealers contacted thousands 
of dealerships, telling them 
to bombard the Senate with 
phone calls and e-mails. 

“This is the one true stimulus 
that seems to be working out 
of all the things that have been 
tried in the last few months,” 
said Cody Lusk, president of 
the international group. 

The Senate narrowly approved 
the initial money in June. 
But some lawmakers who 
voted for the plan, including 
Feinstein and Collins, have 
said the additional dollars 
should push consumers to buy 
more fuel-efficient vehicles 
and allow people to buy fuel- 
efficient used vehicles. Sen. 
Jeff Bingaman, a Democrat, 
has said he was concerned with 
the way the House paid for the 
extension, shifting $2 billion 
from a renewable energy loan 
program. □ 


McCain to vote no’ on Sotomayor; Nelson a ‘yes’

WASHINGTON - Republican Sen. John 
McCain, his party’s failed 2008 presidential 
contender, announced Monday he’d join 
the vast majority of the GOP to vote against 
Judge Sonia Sotomayor, who’s on track to 
be confirmed this week as the first Hispanic 
justice. McCain’s decision, the day before the 
Senate debates President Barack Obama’s first 
high court nominee, underscored the degree 
to which Republicans — even those who, 
like the Arizonan, represent large Hispanic 
populations — have turned against Sotomayor. 
Conservatives argue she’d bring her own biases 
to the bench. 

At the same time, Democratic Sen. Ben Nelson 


of Nebraska — who had been publicly on the 
fence on Sotomayor and under pressure from 
gun rights activists to oppose her — announced 
he’d side with Democrats and vote “yes.” 

Just six Republicans have announced they’ll 
break with their party to vote for Sotomayor, 
while nearly three-quarters of GOP senators 
say they’ll oppose her. No Democrat has said 
she or he will oppose Sotomayor. 

Some in the GOP have faced a tough call about 
how to vote on Obama’s nominee, torn between 
an impulse to please their conservative base by 
opposing her and a fear that doing so could 
alienate Hispanic voters. The vast majority 
are lining up with their core supporters against 
Sotomayor, despite her near certainty of 
confirmation. □ 
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Turbulence slams Continental Jet 

At least 26 hurt

MIAMI (AP)—A Continental 
Airlines jet carrying 179 people 
from Brazil to Texas hit severe 
turbulence over the Atlantic 
early Monday, injuring at least 
26 — including four seriously 
— and forcing an emergency 
landing in Miami, officials 
said. 

One passenger said he felt 
Continental Flight 128 drop 
without warning while flight 
attendants were in the aisles. 
Some were thrown against the 
roof. 

Houston-based Continental 
said there were 168 people 


and 11 crew on the Boeing 
767. The airline released a 
statement that said the fasten 
seat belt sign was illuminated 
at the time and that about 28 
passengers were treated in 
Miami. 

Miami-Dade Fire Rescue 
spokesman Elkin Sierra said 
four people were seriously 
injured and an additional 22 
had bumps and bruises. A total 
of 14 people were taken to 
hospitals. 

The plane was on an overnight 
flight from Rio de Janeiro to 
Houston. Federal Aviation 
Administration spokeswoman 
Kathleen Bergen said the 


turbulence struck about 
halfway between Puerto Rico 
and Grand Turk island, north 
of the Dominican Republic. 
The plane reported hitting 
severe turbulence at 4:30 a.m. 
(0830 GMT) and landed safely 
about an hour later at Miami 
International Airport, Bergen 
said. 

Rio de Janeiro was also the 
departure airport for Air France 
Flight 447, which crashed amid 
thunderstorms June 1 in the 
mid-Atlantic more than 900 
miles off Brazil’s northeastern 
coast, killing all 228 people on 
board.

NEW BEDFORD, 

Massachusetts (AP) — 
Noxious fumes at a trash 
disposal facility sent more 
than four dozen people 
to hospitals on Monday, 
including three who were 
listed in critical condition. 
Firefighters responded to 
ABC Disposal Service Inc. 
in New Bedford just after 10 
a.m. to investigate a report 
that something brought to 
the facility was making 
people sick, Fire Chief Paul 
Leger said. 

As many as 10 people 
lost consciousness after 
breathing in the fumes, 
authorities said. The victims 
were decontaminated by a 
hazardous materials team 
on site before being taken to 
hospitals. 

St. Luke’s Hospital in New 
Bedford said it received 
33 patients, three of whom 
were critical. Twenty-six of 
those patients were brought 
in by bus, and they were 
listed in good condition, the 
hospital said. The hospital 
said symptoms included 
nausea, respiratory distress 
and dizziness. 

Twenty-two more victims 
were taken to Charlton 
Memorial Hospital in nearby 
Fall River, and all were listed 


in good condition. 

The fumes were caused by 
trash that was brought in and 
was being manually sorted, 
said Ed Coletta, a spokesman 
for the state Department of 
Environmental Protection. 
Authorities said the 
chemicals were contained at 
the facility. 

ABC Disposal is a 40-year- 
old business that collects, 
transports and disposes of 
more than 200,000 tons of 
nonhazardous waste per year, 
according to the company’s 
Web site. The company 
disposes residential, 

commercial and industrial 
waste. 

The facility is located in an 


industrial area of the coastal 
city about 55 miles south of 
Boston, and city residents 
were not considered to be in 
danger, Leger said. 

At least two emergency 
responders were among 
those treated for exposure to 
the fumes, and several police 
officers also complained of 
symptoms, saidNew Bedford 
Police Lt. Jeffrey Silva. 

Ted Fitzgerald, a spokesman 
for the federal Occupational 
Safety and Health 
Administration, said the 
agency had sent a safety 
inspector and an industrial 
hygienist to the site to 
investigate. □

against drawing any parallels 
and said the cause and 
severity of the turbulence in 
the Continental case was still 
being investigated. 

“I wouldn’t draw any 
conclusions and comparisons,” 
Bergen said. 

Passenger Fabio Ottolini of 
Houston said it was about six 
hours into the flight when he 
felt the Continental aircraft 
suddenly drop. 

“People didn’t have time to do 
anything,” he said. 

Ottolini said flight attendants 
were serving items in the 
aisles when the turbulence hit. 
He said some flight attendants 
were thrown against the roof 
of the cabin and may have 


been among those injured. 
Carolina Portella, 18, was 
on the flight and headed to 
college in San Francisco. 
She said the plane hit a little 
turbulence and then suddenly 
dropped severely. The oxygen 
masks popped out. 

“The plane just dropped,” she 
said. “I just grabbed the hand 
of the person next to me and 
held on.” 

The rest of the flight, she said, 
was smooth. 

Airport officials say some 
passengers were going on to 
Houston on various Continental 
flights about midday. He did 
not know when the remaining 
passengers would be expected 
to arrive in Houston. □ 
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Nigerian military ignored warnings oi violence

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria (AP) — Nigerian 
authorities ignored dozens of warnings about 
a violent Islamist sect until it attacked police 
stations and government buildings last week 
in a bloodbath that killed more than 700 
people, Muslim clerics and an army official 
said. 

More than 50 Muslim leaders repeatedly 
called Nigeria’s police, local authorities and 
state security to urge them to take action 
against Boko Haram sect militants but their 
pleas were ignored. Imam Ibrahim Ahmed 
Abdullahi said. 

He spoke Saturday to The Associated Press 
along with several other Muslim scholars in 
the battle-ravaged city of Maiduguri. 

“A lot of imams tried to draw the attention 
of the government,” Abdullahi said, drawing 
nods from other scholars sitting with him 
in a Maiduguri slum. “We used to call the 
government and security agents to say that 
these people must be stopped from what 
they are doing because it must bring a lot of 
trouble.” 

Government officials did not respond Sunday 
to repeated requests for comment. 

On July 26, militants from the sect attacked 
a police station in Bauchi state, triggering a 
wave of militant violence that spread to three 
other northern states. Nigerian authorities 
retaliated five days later by storming the 
group’s sprawling Maiduguri headquarters, 
killing at least 100 people in the attack, half 
of them inside the sect’s mosque. 

About 700 people were killed in days of 
violence last week in Maiduguri alone, 
according to Col. Ben Ahanotu, the military 
official in charge of a local anti-crime 
operation. A relief official said thousands 
fled the city. 

The death toll in other northern areas from 
the violence was not known and authorities 
did not say how many suspected militants 
have been arrested. Rights groups have 
claimed that innocent civilians were being 
slain during the government hunt for sect 
members. 

The imams were not the only ones to raise 
the alarm. Ahanotu said he recommended 
several times that action be taken against the 
group but received no orders to do so. 

“I complained a lot of times,” he said. “I was 
just waiting for orders.” 

The allegations of authorities dismissing the 
warnings raise serious questions about the 
West African nation’s capacity to monitor 
and defend itself against terrorist groups. 
International concern is growing over the 
ability of al-Qaida affiliates to cross the 
porous desert borders of north African 
countries such as Niger, which shares a 
border with Nigeria. 

Abdullahi said he had known Boko Haram’s 
charismatic leader Mohamed Yusuf for 
14 years before the 39-year-old was 
killed Thursday while in police custody. 


Several human rights groups have urged an 
investigation into the killing, the details of 
which remain murky. 

Abdullahi and Yusuf were friends for 14 
years but had a falling out four years ago, 
the imam said, when Yusuf drifted toward 
extremism, rejecting Western education and 
urging followers to commit violence. 

Yusuf’s sect, Boko Haram — which means 
“Western education is sacrilege” — seeks 
the imposition of strict Islamic Shariah law 
in Nigeria, a multi-religious country that 
is a major oil producer and Africa’s most 
populous nation. 

Most sect members are young, unemployed 
and angry that the introduction of moderate 
Shariah law in 12 northern states 10 years 
ago has not halted the corruption that keeps 
most Nigerians in desperate poverty. 

In the meantime, Yusuf, a Western-educated 
member of the country’s elite, encouraged 
his followers to rid themselves of all material 
wealth while he was chauffeured around in a 
Mercedes. 

Abdullahi said calls to violence were not the 
way to end poverty in Nigeria. 

“I tried to show him and many of our Islamic 
scholars tried to show him that this is totally 
wrong,” Abdullahi said, adding that he had 
asked friends to tape Yusuf’s sermons to keep 
tabs on his violent rhetoric. 

“They wanted to draw the attention of the 
world,” he said. “Only Allah knows how 
many lives have been lost.” 

Abdullahi said he made his final call to 
security agencies two days before the sect 
attacked police stations with guns, bows and 
arrows and homemade bombs. 

It was not clear why authorities didn’t act 
sooner. Yusuf had been arrested several 
times before, most recently in 2008 after his 
followers attacked a police station. Nine days 
ago, two sect members were killed when the 
homemade bomb they were making went off 
prematurely. 

Bomo state’s governor, Ali Modu Sheriff, 
said he wasn’t sure he could bring enough 
evidence to court against the sect. 

“It’s not that people did not hear or that our 
government did not know that these followers 
of Mohamed Yusuf did exist. They did exist, 
but we don’t know what they stand for,” he 
said. 

Ahanotu, the military official, blamed 
Nigeria’s notoriously inefficient bureaucracy, 
while Abdullahi said the fact that many sons 
from prominent families had joined the 
sect may have helped slow the government 
response. Recent government attention has 
focused on the country’s cash lifeline: the 
oil-rich Niger Delta, plagued by a series of 
militant attacks. Little heed has been paid to 
the tens of millions living in the impoverished, 
mainly Muslim north. 

“These attacks show the danger of that 
neglect,” said Tom Cargill, an Africa analyst

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Report: Ex-President Clinton heading to N. Korea 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— Former U.S. President 
Bill Clinton is heading to 
North Korea for negotiations 
to secure the freedom of two 
detained American joumalists, 
a news report said Tuesday, 
nearly five months after they 
were seized on the China 
border. 

Clinton is on his way to 
Pyongyang, the North Korean 
capital, where he will try to 
win the release of Laura Ling 
and Euna Lee, South Korea’s 
Yonhap news agency reported, 
citing an unidentified high- 
level source. 

It was not immediately clear 
when Clinton was expected to 
arrive. 

The reported trip comes amid 
heightened tensions in the 
wake of North Korea’s nuclear 
and missile tests in defiance of 
U.N. resolutions. Analysts have 


said the communist regime is 
expected to use the detained 
reporters as a negotiating 
card to win concessions from 
Washington. 

The U.S. Embassy in Seoul 
said it was checking the 
report. 

In Washington, Andrew 
Laine, a State Department 
spokesman, said he had seen 
the Yonhap report, but had no 
information. 

Ling and Lee were arrested on 
March 17 near North Korea’s 
border with China. The 
reporters for former U.S. Vice 
President A1 Gore’s Current 
TV media venture were 
sentenced in June to 12 years 
of hard labor for entering the 
country illegally and engaging 
in “hostile acts.” 

Pyongyang has expressed 
strong interest in one-on-one 
negotiations with Washington, 


while claiming it won’t 
return to six-nation nuclear 
negotiations involving China, 
Japan, the two Koreas, Russia 
and the United States. 

The United States says it can 
talk bilaterally with the North, 
but only within the six-nation 
framework. 

North Korea has rapidly 
escalated tensions this year. It 
conducted a long-range rocket 
launch, quit six-nation talks 
on ending its nuclear program, 
restarted its nuclear facilities, 
carried out its second-ever 
nuclear test and test-fired a 
series of ballistic missiles. 

As a way to pressure North 
Korea to return to the 
negotiating table, Washington 
has been seeking international 
support for strict enforcement 
of a U.N. sanctions resolution 
adopted to punish the North 
for its May 25 nuclear test.Q 


China seals off NIN town 
as plague kills 3rd man

BEIJING (AP) —An outbreak of pneumonic 
plague in a remote farming town in 
northwestern China has killed a third person, 
the official Xinhua News Agency said 
Tuesday, as authorities locked down the town 
and moved to disinfect the region. 

Police set up checkpoints around Ziketan in 
Qinghai province after the outbreak was first 
detected last Thursday. The lung infection 
can kill a human in 24 hours if left untreated. 
Townspeople reached by The Associated 
Press by phone said the streets were largely 
deserted and most shops shut. 

The latest victim was a 64-year-old man 
named Danzhi, Xinhua said. 

He was a neighbor of a 32-year-old herdsman 
in Ziketan and a 37-year-old man who died 
earlier. A further nine people — mainly 
relatives of the herdsman — are infected and 
in a hospital, according to the local health 
bureau. 

Of those, one is in a serious condition and one 
other has developed symptoms of coughing 
and chest pain, but there have been no reports 
of new infections, Xinhua said. 

The local government has sealed off the town, 
and medical staff are disinfecting the region 
and tracking down those who have been in 
close contact with those affected, it said. 
Authorities urged anyone who had visited 
the town of 10,000 people since mid-July 
and has developed a cough or fever to seek 


hospital treatment. 

The World Health Organization office in 
China said that it was in close contact with 
Chinese health authorities and that measures 
taken so far to treat and quarantine sick 
people were appropriate. It did not comment 
on the move to seal off the town. 

According to WHO, pneumonic plague is 
one of the deadliest infectious diseases, 
capable of killing humans within 24 hours 
of infection. It is spread through the air and 
can be passed from person to person through 
coughing. 

Pneumonic plague is caused by the same 
bacteria that causes bubonic plague — the 
Black Death that killed an estimated 25 
million people in Europe during the Middle 
Ages. However, bubonic plague is usually 
transmitted by flea bites. 

Pneumonic plague occurs when the bacteria 
infects the lungs, or after complications from 
bubonic plague that goes untreated. 

People infected with the plague usually 
experience flu-like symptoms including 
fever, chills, muscle aches, vomiting and 
nausea, after an incubation period of 3-7 
days. If treated early with antibiotics, plague 
is curable. 

A 2006 WHO report from an international 
meeting on plague cited a Chinese government 
disease expert as saying that most cases of 
the plague in China’s northwest occur when 
hunters are contaminated while skinning 
infected animals. □

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Australia foils terrorist plot to attack army base

MELBOURNE, Australia(AP) 
— Police in Australia foiled 
terrorist plans for commando- 
style suicide attacks on at least 
one army base, arresting four 
men Tuesday with suspected 
links to a Somali Islamist 
group, senior officers said. 
Prime Minister Kevin Rudd 
said the plot was a “sober 
reminder” that Australia is still 
under threat from extremist 
groups enraged that the 
country sent troops to join the 
U.S.-led military campaigns 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

Some 400 officers from state 
and national security services 
took part in 19 pre-dawn raids 
on properties in Melbourne, 
Australia’s second largest 
city, and arrested four men, 
all Australian citizens ranging 
in age from 22 to 26, police 
said. 

Several others were being 
questioned Tuesday, police 
said. 

Australian Federal Police 
Acting Commissioner Tony 
Negus said the raids followed 
a seven-month surveillance 
operation of a group of people 
allegedly linked to al-Shabaab, 
an al-Qaida-linked Somali 
extremist organization that 
has been fighting to overthrow 


Somalia’s transitional 

government. 

The cell’s plans included 
sending members armed 
with automatic weapons into 
military bases in Australia, 
including Holsworthy 

Barracks on the outskirts of 
Sydney, Negus said. 

“The men’s intention was 
to actually go into the army 
barracks and to kill as many 
soldiers as they could before 
they themselves were killed,” 
Negus said. 

“This operation has disrupted 
an alleged terrorist attack that 
could have claimed many 
lives.” 

The suspects were due to 
appear in court later Tuesday. 
Rudd said they would face 
charges under federal laws 
of planning or preparing a 
terrorist act. 

“As the Australian government 
has said consistently, there 
is an enduring threat from 
terrorism at home here in 
Australia as well as overseas,” 
Rudd told reporters in the 
northern city of Cairns. “This 
is a sober reminder that the 
threat of terrorism to Australia 
continues.” 

He said he had been advised 
that “events today do not at 


this time warrant any change to 
our national counterterrorism 
level, which remains at 
medium” — the same security 
warning rating that has been 
in place in Australia since the 
Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks 
in the United States. 

Australia has not suffered a 
terrorist attack on its home 
soil since the Sept. 11 attacks 
in the U.S. raised security 
threat levels worldwide. 
But dozens of Australians 
have died in terrorist attacks 
overseas, mostly in Indonesia 
including the 2002 bombings 
in Bali that targeted nightclubs 
frequented by Australians and 
other foreigners. 

Homegrown terrorist plots 
have also been relatively few. 
Seven men were imprisoned in 
the past year for involvement 
in a nascent plot to attack 
major sporting events in 
Australia in what prosecutors 
said was the country’s largest 
terrorist conspiracy. 

After the Sept. 11 attacks, 
Australia introduced tough 
new counterterrorism laws 
that grant police and security 
agencies strong surveillance 
and detention powers, and 
stiffen prison sentences for 
convicted terrorists. Australia 


does not have the death 
penalty. 

Al-Shabaab, which conducts 
frequent attacks in Somalia, 
is seeking to overthrow 
Somalia’s Western-backed 
government and establish an 
Islamic state. The group has 
claimed responsibility for 
several high-profile bombings 
and shootings in the Somali 
capital of Mogadishu targeting 
Ethiopian troops and Somali 
government officials. It has 
also killed journalists and 


Associated Press 
international aid workers. 

The U.S. State Department’s 
annual terrorism report in 
April said al-Shabaab was 
providing a safe haven to al- 
Qaida “elements” wanted for 
the 1998 bombings of the 
U.S. embassies in Kenya and 
Tanzania. The two groups 
have long been suspected 
of working together, but 
they have not announced a 
formal alliance. Al-Qaida has 
operations in north Africa, 
Yemen and Iraq.Q

After Ayatollah Ali Khamenei gave his official seal 
of approval, he allowed Ahmadinejad to kiss his 
robe on his shoulder — a noticeably more restrained 
gesture than four years ago when Ahmadinejad 
kissed the leader’s hand and cheeks in a sign of 
closeness and loyalty. 

The meeting cleared the way for Ahmadinejad to 
take the oath of office Wednesday in parliament, 
where many pro-reform lawmakers have echoed the 
claims of fraud in the June 12 election. 

The ceremony with Khamenei showed vividly the 
deep political divides confronting Ahmadinejad 
and his backers among the ruling clerics. The event 
was boycotted by two former presidents — Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani and Mohammad Khatami — as 
well as defeated pro-reform candidates Mir Hossein 
Mousavi and Mahdi Karroubi, state media reported. 
Also, no one from the family of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, leader of the 1979 Islamic revolution, 
attended. Iran’s main state TV channels did not offer 
live coverage of the ceremony in an apparent effort 
by the country’s Islamic rulers to avoid emphasizing 
the boycotts to domestic audiences. But Iran’s state- 
funded channels in Arabic and English broadcast 
extensive images of Khamenei and Ahmadinejad 
— possibly seeking to display a sense of high-level 
solidarity on the international stage. 

Khamenei described the June 12 election as a 


“golden page” in Iran’s political history and said 
it was a “vote for the fight against arrogance and 
brave resistance to the international domination- 
seekers” — a clear reference to the United States 
and its allies — according to comments quoted by 
state TV. 

At the same ceremony four years ago, Ahmadinejad 
appeared to get a very warm reception from 
Khamenei. He kissed the supreme leader’s hand, 
then Khamenei drew him close and kissed him on 
both cheeks with a very benevolent smile. 
Monday’s exchange was more tentative. 
Ahmadinejad appeared to approach Khamenei 
to kiss his hand, but the leader stopped him. The 
two exchanged words, Ahmadinejad smiled, and 
then Khamenei allowed him to kiss his robe on his 
shoulder. 

The official state news agency IRNA said 
Ahmadinejad had a cold, suggesting this was why 
he didn’t kiss Khamenei’s hand or cheek and instead 
kissed his clerical robe. 

However, it appeared Khamenei is fully mindful of 
the public perceptions over every gesture toward 
Ahmadinejad in the supercharged climate after the 
election and widespread clampdowns on dissent. 
The more cautious approach appeared to seek a 
middle ground: showing a bond with Ahmadinejad 
without the elaborate display and deep symbolism 
of kissing his hand. 

Despite Khamenei’s repeatedpraise of Ahmadinejad, 


the showdowns over his declared victory have 
reached the highest levels of Iran’s leadership and 
opened unprecedented criticism of Khamenei and 
the theocracy itself. 

Missing from Monday’s ceremony was Khomenei’s 
grandson, Hasan Khomeini, who has supported the 
reformists. Reformist Web sites say he deliberately 
left Iran to avoid attending this week’s inauguration 
events. 

Mousavi and many other leaders of the reform 
movement had roles in the Islamic revolution 
or the early years of the system that replaced the 
Western-backed monarchy. Their current protests 
have borrowed some of the tactics of the revolution, 
including shouting Allahu Akbar from rooftops in 
a nightly protest and using funerals and 40-day 
memorials for slain demonstrators as rallying points 
for protests. In the early months of Ahmadinejad’s 
second, four-year term, Iran faces some important 
tests. President Barack Obama has given Iran a 
September deadline to show a willingness to open 
dialogue on its nuclear ambitions and other key 
issues. Last month, U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton said the opportunity to talks with 
Washington “will not remain open indefinitely.” 
The European Union also has signaled that Iran 
must move quickly to address Western concerns 
about Tehran’s nuclear program — which some fear 
could lead to atomic weapons. Iran insists it seeks 
only energy-producing reactors.□ 
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Veteran officer warns of more Caucasus violence

MOSCOW (AP) — A former 
leader of Russia’s top anti¬ 
terrorist commandos warned 
Wednesday that violence in 
the North Caucasus poses a 
growing threat to the nation. 
Gennady Zaitsev, who headed 
the elite Alpha unit at the start 
of the first Chechen war, said 
that the Caspian province of 
Dagestan east of Chechnya 
is now facing the gravest 
danger. 

“Believe me, that hotbed will 
bring us a lot of trouble,” 
Zaitsev said at a news 
conference marking the 35th 
anniversary of Alpha, which 
was founded by then Soviet 
KGB chief Yuri Andropov. 
Chechnya, devastated by two 
separatist wars over the past 
15 years, has become more 
stable under the steely grip of 


the Kremlin-backed regional 
president Ramzan Kadyrov. 
But Dagestan and other 
neighboring regions have been 
plagued by regular attacks by 
Islamic militants. Last month, 
a sniper killed the region’s top 
law enforcement officer. 
Zaitsev said that violence 
in the region was rooted in 
massive unemployment that 
has prompted many to join the 
rebels. 

“Left without any subsistence 
means, young men join the 
bandits to earn some money,” 
he said. “The problem there is 
very serious.” 

Another Alpha veteran, Sergei 
Goncharov, said that rampant 
official corruption and regional 
and ethnic rivalries helped fuel 
violence in the Caucasus. 

“The level of corruption 
there is beyond any limits,” 
Goncharov said. “They are

The explosions, heard by 
AP reporters, occurred to 
the east of the city, toward 
the international airport 
and near several residential 
areas. 

The impact of one of the 
rockets could be seen about 


200 yards (meters) from the 
U.S. Embassy on a main 
road of central Kabul. It 
hit the house of a senior 
Interior Ministry official 
but caused no casualties, 
security officers said. 

At the scene, Maj. Ghulam 
Rasul of the Afghan national 
army said he believed the 
five rockets that hit were 
of the long-range type that 
can be fired from several 
miles away. “The capital 
is closely guarded. They 
had to fire from far away,” 
Rasul said.

The U.S. Embassy strongly 
questioned whether this 
was the case. 

“There’s not indication 
these rockets targeted 
the U.S. Embassy,” the 
embassy spokeswoman 
said. She requested 
anonymity because she was 
not authorized to release 
the information. 

The rockets appeared to have 
hit various neighborhoods 
in the Afghan capital. 
At least one child was 
wounded, said Said Abdul 
Ghafar, the Kabul criminal 
police chief. There were no 
immediate reports on other 
casualties or damage. 

A few rounds of sporadic 
gunfire folio wed the rockets. 
A police officer in eastern 
Kabul said that it was not 
clear why the shots had 
been fired but that security 


forces were all on alert. The 
police officer requested 
anonymity because he 
wasn’t authorized to speak 
to the media. 

“It was very loud, just as we 
were praying,” said Kabul 
resident Ismail Khan, who 
said he was conducting 
Islam’s dawn prayer when 
the rockets went off in close 
succession nearby. 

Though bombings, suicide 
attacks and gunbattles 
frequently take place across 
much of Afghanistan, Kabul 
has been relatively spared 
from the violence for the 
past several weeks. 

The rocket attack Tuesday 
came as Afghans braced for 
key presidential and local 
councilor elections later 
this month. The Taliban 
have vowed to disrupt the 
Aug. 20 vote, and 11 people 


were killed in a bombing 
Monday in Herat, western 
Afghanistan’s largest city. 
Some 101,000 NATO and 
U.S. forces are deployed 
to secure the country. This 
includes a record 62,000 
U.S. troops, more than 
double the number a year 
ago. 

Nine NATO troops have 
been killed in fighting 
or bombings this month, 
including three Americans 
on Sunday and three on 
Saturday, along with two 
Canadians and one French. 
July was the deadliest 
month for international 
troops since the 2001 U.S.- 
led invasion to oust the 
Taliban’s hard-line Islamist 
government for sheltering 
al-Qaida leader Osama bin

The American completed it 
Sunday night by helping the 
U.S. set the 43rd world record 
of the fastest meet in history in 
the 400-meter medley relay. 
He may not have matched 
his record eight golds of the 
Beijing Olympics, but his 
five golds and a silver showed 
Phelps has plenty of fire, even 
when there’s really nothing 
left to prove. 

“I never want to look back on 
career and ask, ‘What if?’” 
he said. No worries there. 
When Phelps is back in top 
condition, it’s hard to imagine 
anyone standing in the way of 
anything he puts his mind to. 
“An incredible talent, an 
incredible background and 
probably the greatest mental 
toughness I’ve ever witnessed 
in an athlete,” raved Mark 
Schubert, general manager 
of USA Swimming, who was 
especially impressed with 
Phelps’ thrilling win over 
Serbia’s Milorad Cavic in a 
100 butterfly showdown that 
featured plenty of smack talk 
beforehand. 

Coach Bob Bowman said 
Phelps will get two weeks off 
before he’s back in the pool, 
even though his next meet isn’t 
likely to be until December 
when the U.S. faces an all-star 
team from Britain, France and 
Russia. Everything is pointing 
toward the 2012 Olympics, 
which Phelps insists will be 
his farewell to the sport he has 


dominated. 

“I think Michael will be the 
first to tell you his preparation 
wasn’t the same here as it was 
in Beijing,” Schubert said. 
“But the mental toughness, 
you really can’t compare it 
with anyone.” 

Swimming the butterfly leg, 
Phelps helped the U.S. pull 
away from Germany and 
Australia to win in 3 minutes, 
27.28 seconds. That easily 
broke the mark of 3:29.34 
set by the Americans at last 
summer’s Olympics, another 
relay team that included 
Phelps. “That relay brings out 
the best in me,” Phelps said. 
“It doesn’t matter how much 
energy I have, it’s all going 
to go into every race. That’s 
one of the things that I enjoy 
most — stepping out onto the 
blocks no matter what kind of 
shape I’m in.” 

Phelps took six months off 
after his Beijing triumph, drew 
a three-month suspension 
from competition after the 
infamous pipe photo — and 
he was still honored as the 
outstanding male swimmer 
of the championships. Italy’s 
Federica Pellegrini received 
the female award at the final 
major meet for high-tech 
bodysuits, which are being 
banned officially on Jan. 1 
and likely before that in U.S. 
We aren’t likely to see these 
sort of times for years, maybe 
decades. 

“It certainly made it fun with 
all the records,” Schubert said. 
“But I’m looking forward to it 
going back to normal.” 

He’d certainly like to see the 
U.S. put a little more distance 
on the rest of the world. The 
other countries are catching 
up — fast. 

The U.S. had its worst 
showing at these every-other- 
year championships since 
1994, when the meet also was 
held at Rome. The American 
showing — 10 golds, six 
silvers, six bronzes — was its 
lowest total since that team 
from 15 years ago managed 
only 21 medals overall. 

“The world is becoming so 
much more competitive,” 
said American Aaron Peirsol, 
who learned that the hard way 
when he shockingly failed to 
qualify for the 100 backstroke 
final.

He backed up his predicted 
victory and strengthened his 
bid for a spot in the Chase for 
the championship. 

“Denny was the car to beat all 
day,” Kahne said. 

Three-time defending Cup 
champion Jimmie Johnson 
battled an unruly car all day, 
falling three laps down and 
needing a carburetor change 
with 60 laps left before 
rebounding with a solid 
13th-place finish. Johnson 
was scheduled to visit with 
President Barack Obama on 
Monday in honor of his 2008 
Sprint Cup title. 

Tony Stewart, who won 
Pocono in June, finished 10th 
and increased his points lead 
to 197 over Johnson. Montoya 
rebounded nicely after the 
crushing disappointment of 
losing a victory last week 
at Indianapolis because of 
a pit road speeding penalty. 
Montoya insisted when he got 
to Pocono that he had moved 
on and kept his eye solely on 
the points standings. He went 
from 10th to eighth in the 
standings and is in good shape 
to make the Chase for the first 
time. 

“My goal this year is making 
the Chase,” Montoya said. 
“That’s the bigger picture. 
The 18 (Kyle Busch) has won 
three races this year and he’s 
like 150 points out.” 

Bowyer, who wasn’t won in 
47 races, moved up to 15th 
in the Chase standings. There 
are five races left before the 
12-driver field is set for the 
10-race sprint for the title. 
Bowyer lost the lead with 
eight laps left. “There wasn’t 
a straight finger on my car,” 
Bowyer said. “Once they 
caught me, they caught me.” 


Hamlin had a rare poor outing 
in the June race at Pocono 
because of a fuel pump 
problem that sent him to the 
garage after only two laps. He 
returned and finished 38th, 
but has been one of the hottest 
drivers over the last seven 
races. Hamlin recorded four 
top fives over that span and 
did all he could to move up 
the standings — except win. 

“I feel like we’re the best car 
other than the Hendrick cars,” 
Hamlin said. 

The Hendrick cars were 
mostly out of the picture over 
the final laps, leaving a pack of 
drivers who haven’t contended 
for many checkered flags this 
year going for the win. 
Montoya, Bowyer and 
Hornish are all winless, and 
Kahne has one victory. 

Hamlin led 91 laps, but had 
fallen to 11th. He bumped 
David Reutimann with 25 laps 
left to bring out a caution. 
Fueled by emotion, Hamlin 
scrapped any ideas of a 
conservative approach for 
points and took off for the 
win. Q

Presidente ecuatoriano niega 
aporte de FARC a su campana 


QUITO (AP) - El presidente Rafael Correa 
nego el lunes que las FARC hayan aportado 
400.000 dolares a la campana que en 2006 
lo llevo a la presidencia, algo que considero 
parte de “una arremetida mediatica terrible” 
contra su gobiemo. 

“El gran pecado del Ecuador es ser vecino 
de un pais que se debate en una guerra civil 
sangrienta... y nos quieren involucrar que 
apoyamos a las FARC, que nos financian 
las FARC y hay una arremetida mediatica 
terrible para nuevamente tratar de manchar el 
nombre del gobiemo nacional y del Ecuador”, 
afirmo el mandatario ecuatoriano. 

“No nos vamos a involucrar en una guerra 
que no es nuestra, es la estrategia de ciertos 
segmentos politicos colombianos que nos 
quieren involucrar en una guerra, eso no lo 
vamos a hacer”, manifesto en una entrevista 
con la Asociacion Latinoamericana de 
Educacion Radiofonica. 

La campana mediatica a la que Correa 
hizo alusion se refiere en parte a la 
publicacion que el diario espanol El Pais 
hizo el domingo segun la cual las Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias de Colombia 
(FARC) habrian entregado 400.000 dolares 
a personajes vinculados con la campana del 
entonces candidato ecuatoriano. 

Algunos documentos en poder de las 


autoridades colombianas que son objeto 
de investigacion aluden a esos supuestos 
aportes, segun la Fiscalia de ese pais. 

Esta situacion no parecen causar mella en la 
popularidad del mandatario. 

El ex presidente Lucio Gutierrez (2002- 
2005), lider de la oposicion politica 
al mandatario, destaco que “el pueblo 
ecuatoriano se pregunta por que Correa no se 
cae (del poder)” pese al escandalo y las dudas 
y respondio que “no se cae porque domina 
absolutamente todo: la fiscalia, la contraloria 
la Asamblea y la Corte Constitucional”. 

La directora de la empresa Perfiles de 
Opinion, Paulina Recalde, dijo a la AP que 
un estudio realizado la semana pasada “no 
vemos una modificacion en la calificacion de 
gestion del presidente Correa, tiene 62% de 
aceptacion entre la poblacion”, apenas dos 
puntos por debajo del nivel de junio y del 
de mayo. 

El ministro de Seguridad de Ecuador, 
Miguel Carvajal, se refirio a la publicacion 
del periodico espanol afirmando que el 
supuesto aporte “son cuentas en base a una 
serie de informacion de dudosa procedencia, 
ya no voy a perder mi tiempo en esta guerra 
mediatica impulsada por el oficialismo 
colombiano”. □
